Nevertheless, the seizures of 
iMegal drugs by the Pre- 
ventive Service was far 
from modest, The Police 
have also done a good job 
by raiding the very places 
where the tratlickers. tuk: 
ing into consideration the 
dificulty of the terrain, 
imagined themselves safe. 

HE rehabilitation centres 
have also met with sue- 
cess. The victims were 
treated not as offenders 
but nas victims of a vile 
trafic, They were housed, 
fed, and set to healthy 
work. The results are de- 
finitely encouraging. 

But Government has no 
hesitation in elaiming that 
what is needed is a stren-

His father owned a chain of 
stores and a European hotel— 
by African standarda the family 
were millionaires. 

He had a good secondary 
cducation at an American mis- 
sion school. He _ inherited a 
large estate. He wos an 
“evoluc,” meaning that the 
Belgian masters of his country 
trented him as an equal. 

So Moise .grew up. Hugely 
built, handsome, he sported 
foppish clothes, the air of.a 


claim!”

No business man, he went 
bankrupt. But, rendy to flatter 
his esteem, Belgian — friends 
came to set him on his feet 
again.

More flattering still, his 
northern nelghbour, Kasavubu, 
soon came to him for help: 
Patrice Lumumba was bedevil- 
Ing the Nfe of Leopoldville, 
could Tshombe look after him 
in safe custody? With a 
magnanimous gesture, the Ka- 
tanga lender agreed to take 
care of Lumumba, For good. 


In March Tehombe went to 
the Madagascar — rount-table 
meeling of Congé leaders. He 
found he could twist the con- 
ference whichever way he 
wanted. 


His proposals for federation 
were eagerly accepted by the 
other chiefs. There could be no 
doubt about’ If, he, Tahombe, 
wan the giant of the Congo. 


So why not accept the in- 
vitation tv talks in Coquiihat- 
ville? Why not show again his 
supreme grasp, his Intelligence, 
his leadership? Who would dare 
staid against him?

There wan another point, 
Katunga’s boom had started to 
slacken and there ware rumbles 
from other = African powers 
about Tshombe's high-handed 
actlons. 

It might do no harm to 
maintain a semblance of co- 
operation with the reat of the 
Congo, 

So Molso Tahombe tent to 
Coquithatville, And now ho 
sits under poratreop guard in 
a villa there, a broken, frigh- 
tened man, toasting the bitters 
ness of‘ defeat. : 

Whethor he wilt Nvo or die Ja 
in the balance: only the power 
knd initlative he once showed 
gives the faintest glenn of hops 


that he might ever atfain re- 
turn ond lead Katanga. 

Why = did the rest of the 
Congo lenders hate him so 
much that they glory in thelr 
own treachery? 

They have never forgiven 
him for declaring mineral-rich 
Katanga independent. ‘Taking 
with him 60 perergent of the 
entlre wealth of tne Congo to 
be shared among only 12 per 
cent of its population. ° 

They have never forgiven 
him his co-operation with the 
Belgians. They have never for 
given his arroganee and his 
mockery; — onl entl he 
called Kasavubu and his eol- 
leagues “mere schoolboys.’ 


Defiance... 


And what of the United 
Nations, which always muain- 
tained that he was the main 
obstacle to peace in the Congo? 


Tshombe defiled the United 
Natlons when it {ried to run 
his affairs. in 


At first he refused to Ict 
UNO troops enter his country 
and later dictated which na- 
tionalides he would allow and 
which he would not. 

He laughed at UNO'’s de- 
mands that all Belgians should 
leave the Congo. 

Of course, UNO 1s delighted 
by his downfall. 

But UNO and hid other 
opponents moy well find that 
in breaking Tshombe they have 
broken the only stable in- 
fluence Jn this torn and trou- 
bled Jand. -
